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THE  SOIL— OUR  GREAT  HERITAGE 

In   the  beginning   God  created  the   heaven  and  the  earth  .  .  . 
God  created  man   in   his  own  image  and  said  unto  him, 
Replenish    the    earth    and    subdue    it. — Genesis  I. 

The  glacier  came  down  from  the  North  and  moulded  the  country  of  Canada  into  a  vast  pan- 
orama of  stately  hills  and  mountains,  trickling  streams,  and  rushing  rivers.  The  glacier  retreated 
from  whence  it  came  some  fifteen  to  thirty  years  ago,  revealing  the  results  of  its  handiwork  to 
the  Heavens.     And  God  was  well  pleased. 

Trees  began  to  grow  on  the  hillsides — great  trees  with  branches  stretching  ever  upward  to 
the  sun.  Under  this  canopy,  flowers  and  small  plants  flourished.  The  seasons  came  and  went, 
and  the  vegetation  changed  its  color  to  beautify  the  landscape.  The  rains  came,  the  sun  shone, 
and   the  earth   was  beautiful. 

Deer,  fox,  mink,  beaver,  and  other  wild  animals  of  many  types  came  to  roam  in  this  beauti- 
ful country.  Birds  flitted  happily  from  tree  to  tree.  Fish  swam  in  the  rivers  and  lakes.  All  of 
these  creatures  of  God's  creation  lived,  multiplied,  and  died  in  the  natural  course  of  life  in  God's 
world. 

Then  came  man — man  made  in  God's  image — man  who  was  to  inherit  the  earth  and  all  that 
lived  therein.  And  man  was  to  be  a  steward  of  the  land,  he  was  to  gain  his  livelihood  from  it, 
and  he  was  to  protect  it  and  care  for  it  as  his  own. 

But    what   did   man   do? 

Selfish,  egotistical  man  could  not  see  beyond  his  own  generation.  He  began  by  cutting  a 
few  trees  to  build  a  shelter  for  himself.  He  hunted  the  animals  of  the  wild  to  get  food  and  cloth- 
ing. Then  man  became  greedy.  He  cut  more  trees  so  that  he  might  have  land  on  which  to  grow 
crops.  He  killed  more  animals  to  sell  their  pelts.  He  wanted  wealth  and  so  he  cut  more  trees 
and  killed  more  animals  with  much  less  foresight  than  the  lowly  squirrel  which  inhabits  the 
forest.

The  hillsides  became  bare  and  man  began  to  till  the  soil  greedily.  He  reaped  crop  after 
crop,   and  they   were  good   crops   because   the  soil  was  exceedingly  fertile. 

But  this  did  not   last! 

Rains  continued  to  fall.  The  same  rain  that  had  once  helped  to  build  the  beautiful  forests 
began  to  wreak  destruction  subtly,  but  with  increasing  swiftness  on  the  bare,  unprotected  soil. 
Still  man  was  too  ignorant  to  realize,  or  too  greedy  to  care  about  what  was  taking  place,  and 
he  continued  to  grow  crops. — But  soon  the  crops  began  to  fail.  The  great  powerful  forces  of 
Nature  were  angered.  Suddenly  man  began  to  realize  that  the  soil,  the  very  basis  of  all  life 
including  his  own,  was  being  taken  away  from  him  and  was  being  washed  down  the  grey,  muddy 
rivers  which   once   carried   the  clear,   bright   water  teaming  with  fish. 

Man  has  failed  in  his  stewardship  of  the  land.  He  has  exploited  nature  to  the  very  limit  and 
now   he    is    beginning    to    realize   the   great    debt    which   ho   ov/es   to   her. 


It  falls  on  this  generation  to  pay  back  to  Nature  that  great  debt  which  has  been  built  up 
through  the  ages.  We  must  act  now  or  it  will  be  too  late.  We  must  not  look  back  and  blame  our 
ancestors  for  their  mistakes.  That  would  be  futile.  We  must  learn  from  their  mistakes.  If  we 
do  not  go  farther  than  they  have,  then  we  will     have   failed  utterly  and   completely. 


This  is  an  age  of  science.  Most  farm  practices  and  phenomena  can  be  explained  by  our 
agricultural  scientists,  and  the  soil  has  not  been  left  out  in  this  respect.  Soil  science  has  been 
introduced,  proven  its  worth,  and  recently  has  come  to  the  fore.  Its  offspring,  Soil  Conservation 
and  Land  Use,  is  a  relatively  new  branch  of  Soil  Science  in  Ontario.  Only  last  year  a  separate 
-division  was  set  up  here  at  the  O.A.C.  The  extension  work  which  it  has  done  and  expects  to 
do  will  serve  to  bring  the  value  of  soil  conservation  and  good  land  use  to  the  doorstep  of  the 
farmer.      Then    it    is    up   to   the   land-owner   to   do   his  part. 


There  is  nothing  difficult  or  expensive  about  good  land  use.  Essentially  it  is  the  application 
of  common  sense  to  soil  management.  Do  not  deforest  areas  of  poor  land.  Reforest  non-pro- 
ductive areas.  Plant  windbreaks.  Plough  on  the  contour.  Keep  pasture  on  steep  hillsides.  Do 
not  leave  the  land  bare.  Maintain  soil  fertility.  The  fundamentals  are  simple,  and  the  results 
are  substantial.  Experiments,  carried  out  at  the  Ganaraska  Watershed,  on  eroded  soils,  and  on 
steep  rolling  farms,  have  proven  this  conclusively. 


Our  duty  to  the  soil  is  obvious.  As  graduates  of  colleges  closely  connected  with  agriculture, 
we  will  be  in  positions  to  further  the  just  cause  of  good  soil  management.  The  students  of  to- 
day are  the  leaders  of  to-morrow.  Let  us  miss  no  opportunities  to  promote  the  principles  of  better 
land  use.  In  order  to  do  this  we  must  ourselves  have  an  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  soil 
and  look  upon  it  as  our  greatest  and  most  cherished  possession.  In  reality  the  soil  is  only  a  loan 
from  the  ages:  history  will  hold  us  accountable  for  the  way  in  which  we  live  upon  the  interest 
it  yields,  and  how  we  add  to  the  capital.  We  must  accept  our  responsibilities  as  stewards  of  the 
soil  and  keep  always  before  us  W.  C.  Lowdermilk's  statement  which  he  calls  the  eleventh  com- 
mandment   .    .    . 


'Thou  shalt  inherit  the  holy  earth  as  a  faithful  stewart,  conserving  its  resources  and  pro- 
ductivity from  generation  to  generation.  Thou  shalt  protect  thy  fields  from  soil  erosion  and 
thy  hills  from  overgrazing  by  thy  herds,  so  that  thy  descendents  may  have  abundance  for- 
ever. If  any  shall  fail  in  this  stewardship  of  the  land,  his  fertile  fields  shall  become  sterile 
stones  and  gullies,  and  his  decendents  shall  decrease  and  live  in  poverty  or  vanish  from  the 
face  of  the  earth."

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Military  Training  1916-1917 


«  ^ 
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.econvcrsion   enveloped  the   two  military  training   units   on    the   campus    and    they    have 
emerged  greatly  changed  to  meet  peacetime  military  requirements. 

Compulsory  mass  training  has  given  way  to  a  more  thorough  training  of  those  men  who 
are  sufficiently  interested  to  volunteer.  The  courses  are  now  truly  officers  training  courses  offer- 
ing extended  summer  training  periods  with  medical  care,  full  kit,  board  during  summer  training, 
and  officers'  rates  of  pay,  and  thus  candidates  must  pass  fairly  rigid  examination  before  being 
accepted.  Graduates  who  wish  to  join  the  permanent  forces  will  find  that  this  training,  along 
with  their  college  degrees,  places  them  in  a  preferred  position   for  vacancies. 

The  strength  of  the  O.A.C.  contingent  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  was  held  at 
twenty-four  this  year  although  the  full  quota  has  been  set  at  forty-eight  members.  These 
men  will  undergo  ninety  hours  of  training  over  a  period  of  three  winters  and  sixteen  weeks 
each  summer  for  either  two  or  three  summers.  Upon  successful  completion  of  three  winters  and 
two  summers  of  training,  these  students  will  receive  a  King's  Commission  as  lieutenant.  A 
commission  as  captain  may  be  obtained  by  successful  completion  of  an  optional  third  summer 
course. 

Highlighting  (he  past  college  year  for  the  C.O.T.C.  was  the  Rifle  Association  formed  in 
co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Physical  Education.  Much  indoor  range  firing  was  pro- 
vided and  teams  were  entered  in  the  Dominion   of  Canada   Ride  Association   competitions. 

The  University  Naval  Training  Division  had  a  strength  of  approximately  one  hundred 
students  this  past  year.  Every  second  week  they  travelled  to  H.M.C.S.  Star  in  Hamilton  for 
training  with  the  lull  naval  equipment  at  their  disposal  there.  On  alternate  weeks  they  took 
lectures  here  at  the  O.A.C.  In  order  to  qualify  for  officer's  rating  each  candidate  must  spend 
at  least  one  summer  on  board  a  training  ship.  Approximately  seventy-five  from  the  O.A.C. 
unit  attended  the  training  period  on  the  Atlantic  immediately  after  examinations  were  finished. 
One  group  went  to  Bermuda  aboard  the  aircraft  carrier  Warrior  while  the  others  took  part 
in  Atlantic    naval  manoeuvers  aboard  a  destroyer, 

Under  the  excellent  commands  ol  I  .ieutcinnt  Colonel  A.  G.  McNall)  and  I  .ieutenant-Com- 
mander  G.  P.  McRostie  respectively,  the  C.O.T.C.  and  the  LJ.N.T.D.  are  providing  splendid 
opportunities  lor  students  interested  in  military  acli\ities.  as  will  as  helping  provide  Canada 
with  a  small  measure  ol  military  strength  through  training.
